TEE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET 


The  demand  for  American  apples  in  British  markets  as  reflected 
by  prices  paid  in  London  and  Liverpool  during  the  current  week  indicates 
sone  recovery  from  the  slunp  experienced  during  the  holidays,  according 
to  quotations  received  in  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Mr. 
Edwin  Smith,  the  Denartment 1 s  Ero.it  Specialist  in  Europe.     Supplies  C-f 
both  barreled  and  boxed  varieties  are  lighter  and  the  market  is  higher, 
states  Mr,  Smith.     Speaking  of  boxed  varieties,  Mr.  Smith  states  that 
while  the  demand  is  being  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  only  light  sup- 
plies are  available,  the  market  outlook  in  general  is  unfavorable  except 
for  Oregon  Yello^  Lev-towns  and  for  small  quantities  of  Pacific  Northwest 
VTinesaos  and  a  few  miscellaneous  varieties. 

Virginia  York  Imperials  topned  the  market  in  Liverpool  on  January 
4,  U.  S.  l!o.  1,  2%  inch  stock  ranging  from  $8.27  to  $8.76  per  barrel,  as 
against  S7.30  to  S8.E-?  on  December  15,  the  last  date  for  v-hich  quotations 
were  received  in  1927.    Virginia  Albemarle  Pipnins,  hovever,  ran  a  close 
second,  unclassified  stock  selling  at  from  S7.30  to  SB, 76  per  barrel. 
There  ^ere  practically  no  supplies  of  Virginia  Vinesaps  e.id  Black  Twigs 
but  York  Imperials  v-ere  in  moderate  sucply .     Virginia  caigoes  of  Y^rk 
Imperials  have  been  arriving  in  splendid  condition,  shoeing  good  color 
and  appearance,  and  mostly  tight,  states  Mr.  Smith,    liova  ScotianBaldwins 
brought  from  $6.53  to  S6.81;  B6n  Davis  from  S5.72  to  S5.84,  and  St  ay  man 
Winesaps  S5.93  to  $3.39. 

In  the  bo::ed  lines,  Washington  V.'inesans  led  the  market,  Extra 
Fancy  fruit  sizes  163/175  selling  around  $3.28  per  box  as  against  .S2.98 
per  box  on  December  16.     The  demand  for  oears  and  granefruit  is  dull  and 
prices  paid  '"ere  lover  than  those  prevailing  during  the  holidays.  The 
British  market  is  glutted  with  Spanish  oranges,  states  Mr,  Smith.  Fruit 
in  good  condition  ranged  from  $2.43  to  52.49  per  case  for  300" s  and  from 
SI, 46  to  $2.43  for  360' s.
